To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1964. 

There  was  a rise  of  320  in  the  population  from  last  year’s  figure 
of  22,200,  the  natural  increase  in  population,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  130.  Births  increased  from  323  last  year  to  336,  giving  a 
rise  in  the  birth  rate  from  15*86  births  per  1,000  population  in  1963 
to  16.26  this  year.  During  1962  and  1963  the  population  and  the  number 
of  births  remained  static.  The  figure  of  260  deaths  is  the  lowest 
number  occurring  since  i960.  The  principal  reason  for  this  reduction  is 
the  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Cardio-Vas cular  Disease  affecting 
the  Central  Nervous  System.  These  fell  from  17%  of  total  deaths  in 
1963  to  the  reduction  applied  equally  to  males  and  females.  Deaths 

of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  increased  by  one  compared  with  last  year, 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  26.79  deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  were  four  stillbirths  this  year,  a reduction  of  one  from  last  year’s 
figure.  The  pulmonary  tuberculosis  case  incidence  rose  from  0.32  cases 
per  1,000  population  to  0.49,  hut  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  fell 
from  0.14  deaths  per  1,000  population  in  1963  to  0.09. 

On  page  9 is  given  a 30  year  trend  of  the  main  statistics.  The 
general  death  rate  shows  a steady  fall  throughout  this  period.  The 
birth  rate  rose  until  1950,  then  fell,  but  subsequently  began  to  rise 
steadily  in  the  early  1960’s.  The  most  pleasing  feature  has  been  the 
reduction  in  deaths  of  women  in  childbirth,  from  a five  year  mean  rate  of 
3.8  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  late  1930’ s to  the  period  1956  - 64 
when  no  deaths  occurred.  Infant  Deaths  under  one  year  of  age  also  have 
fallen,  from  a five  year  mean  of  6l.6l  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  in 
1935  “ 39  to  23*02  in  i960  - 64*  In  this  last  five  yean  period  the 
principal  causes  of  infant  deaths  have  been  congenita.1  defects,  prematurity 
and  birth  injuries.  The  taro  latter  conditions  are  preventable  causes  of 
death  which  can  be  reduced  to  a minimum  by  good  ante-natal  care. 

Following  a public  enquiry  in  December  1 963  into  the  application  of 
Tin  Mining  interests  to  bring  Wheal  Vor  Mine  into  production  again, 
meetings  were  held  with  interested  bodies  .about  the  loss  of  the  Helston 
& Porthleven.  'later  Companies  present  source  from  ./he al  Vor  should  tin 
mining  be  re-started  there.  In  July  1964,  a public  enquiry  was  held 
into  the  Helston  & Porthleven  a ter  Companies  proposal  to  replace  their 
Tv  heal  Vor  supply  with  one  from  the  Loo  Pool,  Porthleven.  This  natural 
reservoir  is  grossly  polluted,  receiving  the  sewage  effluent  from  the 
Helston  Borough  sewerage  works  as  well  as  that  from  the  Royal  Naval  Air 
Station  at  Culdrose.  The  River  Cober  which  is  the  main  feeder  stream  to 
the  Loe  Pool  receives  street  washings  from  most  of  the  roads  in  the  Borough, 
the  water  from  the  open  leats  which  run  through  the  town,  and  yard  washings 
from  the  Municipal  Market.  Clearly,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  could  not 
advise  the  Rural  Authority  to  accept  water  for  a public  supply  from  this 
source,  whilst  this  pollution  continued.  In  essence  the  use  of  the  Loe  Pool 
for  a public  water  supply  meant,  either  the  diversion  of  both  sewage 
effluents  to  coastal  discharge,  or,  the  construction  of  a water  storage 
reservoir  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  storage  for  a minimum  of  two  weeks. 
Either  of  these  projects  would  cost  more  than  £200,000.  In  the  meantime 
the  re-starting  of  tin  mining  in  the  Rural  District  is  delayed  until  an 
alternative  water  source  can  be  found  for  the  Water  Company. 

During  1963  and  1964,  Cornwall  County  Council  reviewed  the  existing 
County  Districts,  a to.sk  which  was  placed  on  then  by  Section  28  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1958. 
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By  1964  'the  draft  proposals  of  the  County  Council  for  the  re-organisation 
of  the  County  Districts  were  "being  started.  These  are  recommendations  to 
reduce  the  number  of  County  Districts  from  30  to  14,  all  "but  two  of 
which  would  have  a population  in  excess  of  20,000,  and  seven  would  be 
over  25,000.  As  far  as  Kerrier  was  concerned  the  new  proposals 
envisaged  a new  Rural  administration  covering  88,0 50  acres  with  a 
population  of  26,400.  This  new  Authority  would  be  made  up  of  the 
Borough  of  Helston  and  the  Kerrier  Rural  District,  except  for  the 
loss  of  some  parishes  to  Falmouth  Borough. 

In  October,  the  County  Council  asked  the  views  of  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  Health  Areas  1,2  and  3,  on  the  proposal  to  merge  these 
areas  into  two  new  Health  Areas  by  a division  through  Area  2.  ‘This 
meant  Kerrier  Rural  District  and  Helston  Borough  joining  Area  1 based 
on  Penzance,  and  Camborne— Redruth  Urban  District  joining  Area  3,  based 
on  Truro,  Arising  from  the  views  expressed  a report  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  and  the  County  Treasurer  was  considered  by  the  three 
Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  present  Health  Area  No. 2,  and  representatives 
from  the  County  Council  were  invited  to  explain  the  proposals  in  detail 
to  each  constituted  Health  Committee.  After  a critical  examination 
of  all  the  facts  it  was  clear  that  there  would  only  be  a minimal 
financial  saving  to  each  Sanitary  Authority,  and  each  would  have  less 
time  from  their  whole  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  than  they  receive 
at  present.  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council  felt  that  some 
arrangement  could  be  worked  out,  but  the  Camb or ne -Redruth  Urban  District 
and  Helston  Borough  put  forward  alternative  proposals  “which  might  form 
a basis  for  discussion  and  agreement.  No  decision  had  been  reached  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

In  presenting  ny  fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  Rural  District  I -wish 
to  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees, 
members  of  the  Committees,  Officers  of  the  Council  and  for  the  work 
of  the  staff  in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office,

Personal  Health  Services 

The  following  personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Servile  Act,  1946,  "by  the  Cornwall  County 
Service  and  are  administered  through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub- 
committee on  which  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  is  represented 
by  four  members  and  the  Helston  Borough  is  represented  by  one 
Member. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Yeung  Children 

Women  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  end  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health 
in  later  life  are  to  be  avoided.  Most  practices  in  the  Kerrier 
Rural  district  and  Helston  Borough  hold  ante-natal  clinics  at 
their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends.  Health  education 
is  available  for  these  mothers. 


Hospital 

Hospital  patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the 
hospital  outpatients  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings 
for  hospital  confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  priority  groups,  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons 
and  unsuitable  home  conditions.  Patients  who  have  been  accepted 
for  hospital  confinements  attend  the  hospital  ante-natal  clinic, 
but  continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors. 
Mothers  and  babies  are  normally  discharged  home  on  the  10th.  day 
after  delivery  to  the  care  of  the  Health  Visitor.  The  important 
post-natal  supervision  which  every  mother  has  four  weeks  after 
delivery  is  carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

(f ) Ambulance  Service 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from  Tolvean 
Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at  weekends 
cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  controlled  and  are 
thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This  frequently  has 
enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to 
the  scene  of  an  accident. 

( g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 

(1)  Nursing  Equipment  - Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring 
after  care  are  treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health 
Visitor.  Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed 
rests,  air  cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  - After  Caere  - The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer 
liases  with  the  hospital  staffs,  background  reports  of  home  and 
social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance 
requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help  and  supervisory  visits 
which  the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

(3)  Laundry  Service  - It  was  not  found  necessary  to  call  on  this 
service  during  the  year.  However^  there  has  been  an  increased  use 
of  Incontinent  pads  which  are  suitable  for  most  cases. 

(4)  Welfare  Porkers  - To  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  "1948,  two  'elf are  Officers  and  1 Family  Welfare 
Worker  work  in  .Area  2. 

(5)  Mental  Health  - Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  I960,  two  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  provide  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally 
ill  patients,  and  mentally  subnormal  persons,  and  their  subsequent 
after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community,  and  the  care  and 
after  care  at  home. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  - Helston  and  Kerrier 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year*  46  cases  in  Helston  and  Kerrier  were  being 
served  by  a Home  Help,  this  decreased  by  2 by  the  31st.  December  1964. 
There  were  56  new  cases  during  the  yean.  Throughout  the  year  the  equiv- 
alent of  6 full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  supplies  during  the  year  under  review  have  "been  well  maintained. 
No  restriction  was  placed  on  consumers  where  piped  supplies  are  available. 


Stithians  Impounding  Scheme . 

Work  is  proceeding  very  satisfactorily  on  the  Stithians  Impounding  Scheme 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  impounding  of  water  will  commence  early  in  the 
new  year. 

Stithians  Water  Scheme  ~ Stage  4. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  above-mentioned  distribution  scheme  and  the 
main  around  the  perimeter  of  the  reservoir  will  be  ready  for  use  before  the 
flooding  of  the  impounding  area.  Owners  and  Occupiers  of  properties  near  the 
reservoir  whose  existing  source  of  supply  will  be  contaminated  by  the  flooding 
will  be  assumed  of  a piped  supply  of  water. 


Ccrniiienellis  Reservoir . 

Work  is  well  under  way  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  1,000,000 
gallon  reservoir  at  Carnmenellis  at  825  O.D.  When  this  reservoir  is  completed 
and  sterilized  and  water  is  available  from  the  Stithians  source,  properties 
in  the  high  level  zones  of  the  parishes  of  Y/'endron  and  Stithians  will  be  able 
to  obtain  a piped  supply  of  water. 

Public  '.fells . 

As  in  past  years  as  mains  supplies  become  more  generally  available  the 
necessity  of  retaining  public  well  supplies,  with  their  inherent  defects  becomes 
less  necessary.  As  the  ’wells  become  redundant  and  are  closed  or  dismantled 
the  safety  factor  as  regards  water  supplies  in  the  district  relatively  increases. 
It  must  be  realised  however,  in  an  area,  such  as  this,  that  the  more  remote  areas 
must,  of  a necessity,  depend  on  well  water.  The  quality  of  such  water  varies 
from  time  to  time  and  a constant  control  has  to  be  maintained  normally  through 
sampling.  Tfhere  poor  or  doubtful  samples  are  obtained  the  normal  practice  is 
to  advise  all  users  of  the  water  to  boil  before  use  and  then  the  supply  is 
thoroughly  examined  and  check  samples.

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Constantine  has  now  been  in 
operation  for  some  tine  and  has  fulfilled  a very  useful  purpose.  However, 
it  is  unfortunate  that  no  further  schemes  ./ere  even  commenced  during  the  year 
or  had  even  reached  a stage  of  preparation  where  one  could  be  sure  of  some 
advancement  in  the  near  future.  This,  as  in  previous  years  applied  to  the 
schemes  for  Hawn  an,  Budock,  Ruan  Minor  and  The  Lizard,  Ashton  and  Breage 
whilst  in  this  year  of  grace  sewerage  schemes  were  proposed  and  investigated 
for  Prah  Sands  area,  Stithians  and  Ponsanooth.  The  latter  scheme  is  to  deal 
with  drainage  in  the  catchment  area  of  the  impounding  reservoir.

In  complete  contrast  to  the  slow  and  disheartening  progress  of  the 
sewerage  schemes  this  service  has  shown  very  marked  progress  both  in 
efficiency  and  the  total  sewage  handled.  It  should  be  realised  that  over 
75%  of  the  new  properties  erected  in  the  area,  together  with  nearly  the 
same  percentage  of  those  properties  improved  by  means  of  bathroom  etc. 
must  of  necessity  depend  on  septic  tank/  so  aka. way  or  cesspool  drainage. 

This  factor  alone  places  on  increasing  burden  on  the  service  which 
up-to-date  has  been  assimilated  without  a corresponding  incres.se  in 
vehicle  or  manpower  strength.  For  this  happy  position  two  factors  must 
be  recorded  firstly  ana  mainly  the  complete  and  unstinted  co-operation 
of  the  opera/tors  who  for  long  periods  must  of  necessity  work  long 
arduous  hours  and  secondly  to  the  ready  co-operation  of  our  neighbouring 
authorities  in  assisting  during  peak  summer  periods.  Most  householders 
give  advance  warning  of  the  need  for  emptying,  but  there  are  some  who 
don’t  make  requests  until  the  system  is  overflowing,  and  who,  nevertheless 
expect  instant  emptying.  In  a large  rural  area  this  is  asking  the 
impossible.

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Disinfection  of  Houses 


In  conformity  with  previous  years  this  service  is  of  declining 
demand.  However,  as  long  as  sub-standard  houses  remain  in  the  area 
there  must  always  he  a demand  for  disinfection  and  disinfestation.  As 
properties  are  improved  so  will  the  demand  for  this  service  decline  so 
it  behoves  the  Council  to  steadily  encourage  the  improvement  of 
sub-standard  properties. 


With  Cornwall’s  built  up  image  of  glorious  summers  for  all  being 
spread  around  the  country  at  large,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  summer 
crowds  continue  to  pour  into  the  Dutchy  and  more  particularly  into  the 
area  controlled  by  this  Authority.  I am  inclined  to  the  thought  that 
the  refuse  collection  service  has  reached  the  limits  of  its  capabilities 
during  the  summer  season  and  thought  must  be  given  in  the  near  future 
as  to  the  general  re-organisation  of  the  service.  As  in  past  years  the 
service  was  under  severe  pressure  during  the  whole  of  the  summer  period, 
the  operators  working  long,  arduous  shifts  without  complaint  and  everybody 
concerned  co-operating  to  the  full.  A weekly  service  was  operated 
throughout  the  District  during  the  year  whilst  during  the  summer  period 
a twice  weekly  service  was  operated  for  the  Hotels  and  Camping  Sites. 

This  service  was  greatly  appreciated  generally.  The  litter  bin  service 
on  County  Council  Laybys  was  further  extended  and  most  of  the  worn  out 
old  baskets  were  replaced  by  modern  hygienic  baskets.  All  litter  baskets 
were  emptied  twice  a week  during  the  summer  sea,son  and  those  on  County 
Council  Laybys  once  per  week  thoughout  the  rest  of  the  year. 


The  disposal  of  refuse  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  became  an 
acute  problem  a,s  the  tip  at  Bonython  became  full  up  before  an  alternative 
was  available.  However  this  rectified  itself  when  the  tip  at  Newton, 
Mullion  became  available  in  April  and  controlled  tipping  was  operated 
from  there-on.  The  old  tip  at  Bonython  was  completely  covered  down  and 
returned  to  the  owner.  The  Council’s  tips  were  located  at  Boscreege, 
Constantine  and  Newton,  Mullion,  Whilst  the  tips  at  Mullion  and 
Boscreege  were  operated  on  controlled  tipping  lines,  that  at  Constantine 
because  of  its  nature,  an  old  quarry  could  not  be  so  controlled.  All 
the  tips  were  inspected  regiilarly  and  treated  for  rodents,  flies,  etc. 
when  found  necessary.

These,  like  the  disinfection  service,  has  quite  happily  been  a 
declining  service  but  whether  this  marks  an  appreciable  decline  in  the 
rate  population  or  a more  tolerant  approach  to  the  rat  and  its  destructive 
habits  I could  not  hazzard  a guess.  As  in  past  years  all  complaints  and 
appeals  for  help  were  investigated  and  if  necessary  treatments  carried  out. 


Public  Conveniences • 


The  public  convenience  for  Kynance  Cove  was  erected  and  came  into 
use  during  the  year.  This  meant  that  one  of  the  most  popular*  coves  was 
now  served  with  a public  convenience  and  so  erased  what  had  been  in  the 
past  a persistant  nuisance.

General  Epidemiology 


The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  19 64  was  166 
compared  with  271  in  1963.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the 
decrease  in  the  cases  of  Measles. 


Pyrexia 


No  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  in  Kerrier  mothers  who  were 
confined  in  hospital.  One  case  occurred  in  a domiciliary  confinement. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the  County.  1,203 
births  were  notified  and  21  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  7 cases  per  1,000  births.

II  new  pulmonary  cases  and  2 non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified  in  1964. 
10  of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  the  length  of  stay 
varied  from  3 weeks  to  6 months. 

(iii)  B.C.G-.  Protection 

(a)  Contact  Tracing 

During  1964*  35  persons  were  given  B.C.G.  by  the  Chest  Physician  being 
contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  A further  3 were 
found  after  being  mantoux  tested  not  to  require  B.C.G.  vaccination.  18 
other  persons  'were  given  B.C.G.  who  were  not  close  contacts.

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( c ) Typhoid  Fever 


Subsequent  to  the  outbreak:  in  Zermatt  in  February  19 63,  sporadic 
cases  came  to  notice  in  England  & "/ales.  In  May  1964  the  isolated 
but  dramatic  incident  of  infected  canned  meat  occurred  in  Aberdeen. 
During  the  year  the  water  employees  of  the  Council’s  undertaking  and 
those  of  the  Helston  & Porthleven  Water  Company  were  given  an  extra 
screening  over  the  normal  routine  to  ensure  that  none  of  the  employ- 
ees were  carriers  of  intestinal  disease. 

(d)  Sonne  Dysentery 

During  the  last  week  in  May  and  for  the  first  three  weeks  in  June, 
Sonne  Dysentery  was  prevalent  in  Halwin  School,  Porkellis.  46 
children  involving  31  families  living  on  farms  and  in  the  surrounding 
villages  were  investigated.  17  of  this  total  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Sonne  Dysentery.  In  most  cases  the  syraptons  were  mild, 
negative  stool  results  were  obtained  after  one  course  of  treatment. 
Except  for  three  instances,  all  positive  execretors  were  clear  and 
back  at  school  by  the  middle  of  June.  The  three  cases  who  were 
persistent  execretors  of  the  organism  after  their  first  course  of 
treatment,  were  shown  to  be  free  of  infection  by  the  24th.  June.  26 
other  children  were  investigated  in  the  school  and  found  to  be  free 
of  the  disease.  No  cases  were  discovered  anions t food  handlers  in 
shops,  the  school  meals  service  or  on  farms. 

( e ) ion  Bacterial  Diarrhoea 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  informed  on  the  evening  of  the 
23rd.  April,  that  8 pupils  from  St.  Keveme  school  which  has  a roll 
of  109  pupils  were  absent  on  account  of  diarrhoea  i vomiting. 
Investigations  next  day  showed  that  there  was  a full  attendance  at 
this  small  country  school  during  the  previous  week  which  was  the 
first  one  after  the  Easter  holidays.  The  first  3 pupils  to  go  off 
school  did  so  on  Monday  20th.  April.  By  28th.  April,  14  children 
with  similar  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  & vomiting  with  occasional  severe 
headache  were  absent.  In  total  19  children  become  ill,  specimens  of 
faeces  in  all  cases  showed  no  bacterial  infection.  The  illness  was 
not  related  to  food  and  at  the  time  a similar  virus  type  of  illness 
was  affecting  adults  in  the  locality.  Efforts  were  made  to  limit  the 
spread,  of  infection  in  school  rooms  by  a regime  of  hand  washing  by 
class,  four  tines  a day  & extra  attention  to  thorough  cleaning  of 
school  furniture  and  toilets. 

During  the  same  week,  12  out  of  70  pupils  at  G-arras  school  were  off 
with  a sharp  attack  of  diarrhoea  and  tummy  pains , lasting  about  a 
day.  All  had  returned  to  school  within  five  days. 

Two  weeks  later  a similar  illness  occurred  amongst  staff  of  a hotel 
in  another  part  of  the  rural  district. 
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
